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The  Commission  on  Accreditation  (COA)  of  the  Council  on  Social  Work  Education  reviewed  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  program  in  social  work  (BSW)  at  North  Carolina  Central  University  and  voted  to  grant 
full,  re-accreditation  for  the  maximum  eight-year  cycle  until  the  year  2011.  In  1999,  NCCU's  under- 
graduate program  in  social  work  received  its  initial  four-year  accreditation.  With  that  success  came  an 
increase  in  enrollment  that  altered  the  faculty  student  ratio  required  for  the  maintenance  of  accredited 
status.  Enrollment  grew  from  52  majors  in  1998  -  1999  to  140  in  2002  -  2003.  The  University  respond- 
ed by  allocating  a  new  tenure  tract  position  to  the  social  work  program  in  January  of  2004.  At  its  June 
2004  meeting,  the  Commission  on  Accreditation  re-accredited  the  Social  Work  Program  for  the  maxi- 
mum eight-year  cycle.

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In  1908,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  became  America's 
first  Greek-letter  organization  established  by  Black  college 
women.  The  sorority  roots  date  back  to  Howard  University,  in 
Washington  D.C.  Ethel  Hedgeman  Lyie  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
conceived  the  idea  for  the  sorority  formation.  She  viewed  the 
Sorority  as  an  instrument  for  enriching  the  social  and  intel- 
lectual aspects  of  college  life  by  providing  mental  stimulation 
through  interaction  with  fnends  and  associates.  Through  the 
years,  however.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha's  function  has  become 
more  complex.  After  her  incorporation  as  a  perpetual  body  in 
1913,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  gradually  branched  out  and  became 
the  channel  through  which  selected  college  trained  women  im- 
proved the  socioeconomic  conditions  in  their  city,  state,  nation, 
and  the  world. 

Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  a  sisterhood  composed  of  women 
who  have  consciously  chosen  this  affiliation  as  a  means  of 
self-fulfillment  through  volunteer  service.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha 
cultivates  and  encourages  high  scholastic  and  ethical  stan- 
dards, promotes  unity  and  friendship  among  college  women, 
alleviates  problems  concerning  girls  and  women,  maintains 
a  progressive  interest  in  college  life,  and  serves  all  mankind 
through  a  nucleus  of  more  than  170,000  women  in  the  United 
States,  the  Caribbean,  Europe,  and  Africa.

Sorority  is  open  to  women  of  high  ethical  and  scholastic  stan- 
dards and  who  are  pursuing  or  have  completed  courses  lead- 
ing to  a  degree  at  an  accredited  college  or  university.

Since  its  founding  on  December  4,  1996,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
Fraternity,  Inc.  Has  supplied  voice  and  vision  to  the  struggle 
of  African-American  and  people  of  color  around  the  world. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the  first  intercollegiate  Greek-letter 
fraternity  established  for  African  Americans,  was  founded  at 
Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New  York  by  seven  college  men 
who  recognized  the  need  for  a  strong  bond  of  brotherhood 
among  African  descendants  in  this  country.  The  visionary 
founders,  known  as  "Jewels"  of  the  fraternity,  were  Henry 
Arthur  Callis,  Charles  Henry  Chapman,  Eugene  Kinckle 
Jones,  George  Biddle  Kelley,  Nathaniel  Allison  Murray,  Rob- 
ert Harold  Ogle,  and  Vertner  Woodson  Tandy. 

The  Fraternity  initially  served  as  a  study  and  support 
group  for  minority  students  who  faced  racial  prejudice,  both 
educationally  and  socially,  at  Cornell.  The  Jewel  founders 
and  early  leaders  of  the  Fraternity  succeeded  in  laying  a 
firm  foundation  for  Alpha  Phi  Alpha's  principles  of  scholar- 
ship, fellowship,  good  character,  and  the  uplifting  of 
humanity. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  chapters  were  developed  at  other 
colleges  and  universities,  many  of  them  historically  black 
institutions,  soon  after  the  founding  at  Cornell.  While  con- 
tinuing to  stress  academic  excellence  among  its  members. 
Alpha  also  recognized  the  need  to  help  correct  the  educa- 
tional, economic,  political,  and  social  injustices  faced  by 
African-Americans. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  has  long  stood  at  the  forefront  of  the 
African-American  community's  fight  for  civil  rights  through 
leaders  such  as;  W.E.B  DuBois,  Adam  Clayton  Powell,  Jr., 
Edward  Brooke,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  Thurgood  Marshall, 
Andrew  Young,  William  Gray,  Paul  Robeson,  and  many  oth- 
ers.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority  was  founded  in  1913  by 
twenty-two  students  at  Howard  University.  These  young 
women  used  their  collective  strength  to  promote  academic 
excellence,  provide  scholarships,  support  the  undeserved, 
educate  and  stimulate  participation  in  the  establishment  of 
positive  public  policy,  and  to  highlight  issues  and  provide  so- 
lutions for  problems  in  their  communities.  The  organizational 
structure  and  governance  of  the  Sorority  is  invested  in  the 
Grand  Chapter,  which  meets  at  National  Convention  bienni- 
ally. 

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority  Inc.  is  a  private  non-profit  orga- 
nization whose  purpose  is  to  provide  assistance  and  sup- 
port through  programs  in  local  communities  throughout  the 
world.  A  sisterhood  of  more  than  200,000  predominately 
Black  college  educated  women,  the  sorority  currently  has 
over  900  chapters  located  in  the  United  States,  England,  Ja- 
pan (Tokyo  and  Okinawa),  Germany,  the  Virgin  Islands,  Ber- 
muda, the  Bahamas,  and  the  Republic  of  Korea.

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Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity  was  formed  the  night  of 
January  5,  1911,  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  in 
Bloomington,  Indiana.  The  fraternity  is  enjoyed  by  college 
men  everywhere,  regardless  of  their  color,  religion,  or  national 
origin.  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  is  proud  that  its  Constitution  has  never 
contained  any  clause  which  either  excluded  or  suggested  the 
exclusion  of  a  man  from  membership  merely  because  of  his 
color,  creed,  or  national  origin.  The  Constitution  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Psi  is  predicated  upon,  and  dedicated  to,  the  principles  of 
achievement  through  a  truly  democratic  fraternity. 

Chartered  and  incorporated  originally  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Indiana  as  Kappa  Alpha  Nu  on  May  15,  1911 ,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  on  a  resolution  offered 
and  adopted  at  the  Grand  Chapter  in  December  1914.  This 
change  became  effective  April  15,  1915,  on  a  proclamation  by 
the  then  Grand  Polemarch,  Elder  Watson  Diggs.  Thus,  the 
name  acquired  a  distinctive  Greek  letter  symbol  and  Kappa  Al- 
pha Psi  thereby  became  a  Greek  letter  fraternity  in  every  sense 
of  the  designation. 

From  its  inception,  and  for  the  next  six  years,  Brother 
Diggs  served  as  the  Grand  Polemarch  of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fra- 
ternity. Through  his  leadership  and  indefatigable  application, 
aided  by  the  efforts  of  B.K  Armstrong,  and  John  M.  Lee,  who 
comprised  the  remainder  of  the  original  Grand  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, the  Fraternity  was  guided  through  the  most  perilous  years 
of  its  life.  These  three  men  became  a  credit  to  the 
organization's  survival.

Mission  Statement:  Kappa  Kappa  Psi  operates  primarily  as 
a  student  service  and  leadership  recognition  society  whose 
chief  aim  is  to  assist  the  Band  Directors  in  developing  the 
leadership  and  enthusiasm  that  are  required  within  the 
band.  The  Chapter  goals  are  to  provide  the  band  not  only 
with  organized  and  concentrated  service  activities  but  to 
give  the  membership  valid  and  wholesome  experiences  in 
organization,  leadership,  and  social  contacts.  The  member- 
ship is  based  on  the  premise  that  it  is  an  honor  to  be  select- 
ed to  serve  this  band,  its  department  of  music,  its  sponsor- 
ing institution,  and  the  cause  of  band  music  in  the  nation's 
colleges  and  universities. 

National/Local  History:  The  National  Fraternity  was  estab- 
lished by  Bohumil  iVIaskovsky  on  November  27,  1919  ,  on 
the  campus  of  Oklahoma  A&M  College  ,  (now  Oklahoma 
State  University  ).  The  Zeta  Sigma  Chapter  of  Kappa  Kappa 
Psi  was  founded  on  February  9,  1974  by  Willie  J.  Williams. 
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On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  1911,  three  Howard  Univer- 
sity undergraduate  students,  witli  the  assistance  of  their  faculty 
advisor,  gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  This  event 
occurred  in  the  office  of  biology  Professor  Ernest  E.  Just,  the 
faculty  advisor,  in  the  Science  Hall  (now  known  as  Thirl<ield 
Hall).  The  three  liberal  arts  students  were  Edgar  A.  Love, 
Oscar  J.  Cooper  and  Frank  Coleman.  From  the  initials  of  the 
Greek  phrase  meaning  "friendship  is  essential  to  the  soul,"  the 
name  Omega  Psi  Phi  was  derived.  The  phrase  was  selected 
as  the  motto.  Manhood,  scholarship,  perseverance,  and  uplift 
were  adopted  as  cardinal  principles.  A  decision  was  made  re- 
garding the  design  for  the  pin  and  emblem  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity. 

The  next  meeting  was  conducted  on  November  23, 
1911.  Edgar  Love  became  the  first  Grand  Basileus  (National 
President).  Cooper  and  Coleman  were  selected  Grandkeeper 
of  the  Records  (National  Secretary)  and  Grandkeeper  of  Seals 
(National  Treasurer),  respectively.  Eleven  Howard  University 
undergraduate  men  were  selected  as  charter  members. 

Alpha  Chapter  was  organized  with  fourteen  charter 
members  on  December  15,  1911.  Love,  Cooper  and  Coleman 
were  elected  the  chapter's  first  Basileus,  Keeper  of  Records, 
and  Keeper  of  Seals  respectively. 

Currently,  Omega  Psi  Phi  has  initiated  more  than 
130,000  members  and  has  over  500  chapters  in  forty-four 
states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  the  Baha- 
mas, Virgin  Islands,  and  Panama.  Tau  Psi  Chapter  on  NCCU's 
campus  is  a  vital  force  which  enables  and  inspires  the  maxi- 
mum accomplishment  of  its  members. 
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Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  How- 
ard University  in  Wastiington,  D.C.,  January  9,  1914,  by  three 
young  African-American  male  students.  The  founders,  Honor- 
able A.  Langston  Taylor,  Honorable  Leonard  F.  Morse,  and 
Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown,  organized  a  Greek  letter  fraternity 
that  would  truly  exemplify  the  ideals  of  brotherhood,  scholar- 
ship, and  service. 

The  founders  created  an  organization  that  viewed  itself 
as  "a  part  of  the  general  community  rather  than  "apart  from" 
the  general  community.  They  believed  that  each  potential 
member  should  be  judged  by  his  own  merits  rather  than  his 
family  background  or  affluence...  without  regard  of  race, 
nationality  skin  tone  or  texture  of  hair.  The  fraternity  exists 
today  as  part  of  an  even  greater  brotherhood  which  would  be 
devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive  we." 

From  its  inception,  the  founders  also  conceived  Phi  Beta 
Sigma  as  a  mechanism  to  deliver  services  to  the  general 
community.  Rather  than  gaining  skills  to  be  utilized  exclusively 
for  themselves  and  their  immediate  families,  the  founders  of 
Phi  Beta  Sigma  held  a  deep  conviction  that  they  would  return 
their  newly  acquired  skills  to  the  communities  from  which  they 
had  come.  This  deep  conviction  was  mirrored  in  the  fraternity's 
motto,  "Culture  For  Service  and  Service  For  Humanity." 

Today,  more  than  ninety  years  later.  Phi  Beta  Sigma  has 
blossomed  into  an  international  organization  of  leaders.  No 
longer  a  single  entity,  the  fraternity  has  now  established  the  Phi 
Beta  Sigma  Educational  Foundation,  the  Phi  Beta  Sigma 
Housing  Foundation,  the  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Federal  Credit  Union, 
and  the  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Charitable  Outreach  Foundation.  Zeta 
Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.  founded  in  1920  with  the  assistance  of 
Phi  Beta  Sigma,  is  the  sister  organization.  No  other  fraternity 
and  sorority  are  constitutionally  bound  as  Sigma  and  Zeta.  We 
both  enjoy  and  foster  a  mutually  supportive  relationship. 
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Tau  Beta  Sigma  National  Honorary  Band  Sorority  provides  service 
to  collegiate  bands,  encourages  the  advancement  of  women  in  the 
band  profession,  and  promotes  and  enriches  an  appreciation  of  band 
music  through  recognition,  leadership  development,  and  education 
of  its  members. 


The  National  Chapter  was  founded  by  Wava  Banes  Henry  on  March 
26,  1946  at  Oklahoma  State  University  .  The  Epsilon  Lambda  Chap- 
ter of  Tau  Beta  Sigma  was  chartered  on  the  campus  of  North  Caro- 
lina Central  University  on  February  9,  1974  by  Janet  Washington.

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Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  began  January  16,  1920,  on  the 
belief  that  sorority  elitism  and  socializing  should  not  over- 
shadow the  real  mission  of  a  progressive  organization.  Zeta 
Phi  Beta  addresses  societal  mores,  ills,  prejudices,  poverty 
and  health  concerns.  The  sorority  was  conceived  by  five 
coeds  at  Howard  University.  The  women  were  Arizona  Cleav- 
er, Myrtle  Tyler,  Viola  Tyler,  Frannie  Pettie,  and  Pearl  Neal. 
These  women,  known  in  the  sorority  as  the  five  pearls,  dared 
to  depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for  black  women.  The 
sorority  was  predicated  on  the  precepts  of  scholarship, 
service,  sisterly  love,  and  finer  womanhood.  It  was  the  idea  of 
the  founders  that  the  sorority  would  reach  college  women  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  who  were  sorority  minded  and  desired 
to  follow  the  founding  principle  of  the  organization.  Viola  Ty- 
ler was  often  quoted. .."In  the  ideal  collegiate  situation  there  is 
Zeta  in  a  girl  regardless  of  race,  creed,  or  color,  who  has  high 
standards  and  principles.  She  has  a  good  scholarly  average 
and  an  active  interest  in  all  things  that  she  undertakes  to 
accomplish."

The  Criminal  Justice  program  was  created  in  1975  and  is  one  of  the  largest  at  NCCU. 
Students  are  required  to  take  courses  providing  a  comprehensive  overview  of  the  Crimi- 
nal Justice  system  and  select  an  emphasis  area  in  Law  Enforcement,  Courts/Law,  Cor- 
rections/Counseling, or  research  based  on  their  career  or  graduate  school  interests.  The 
Department  has  approximately  400  undergraduate  and  graduate  students.  There  are  5 
full-time  tenure  track  faculty  members  with  terminal  degrees  in  criminal  justice  or  related 
fields.  The  Department  has  a  computer  lab  and  several  active  student  organizations. 


Additionally,  there  are  several  exciting  ongoing  programs  and  projects,  such  as  the  Cen- 
ter for  Criminal  Justice  Research  and  International  Initiatives,  the  Undergraduate  Re- 
search Program,  the  Juvenile  Justice  Institute,  and  NC-Cop  Link  Project. 
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Dr.  JanioeJDatgan,  visiting  professor,  attended  Boston  University  and  Tulane  Univer- 
sity. Out  of  her  25  years  teaciiing,  she  has  been  at  NCCU  for  9  years.  She  says  her 
favorite  class  to  teach  is  Arts  and  Humanities  II.

Description:  The  Department  of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  offers 
programs  of  study  leading  to  baccalaureate  degrees  in  mathematics  and  in 
computer  and  information  sciences.  Academic  programs  allow  considerable 
flexibility  for  the  student  (in  consultation  with  an  advisor)  to  work  out  a  plan  of 
study  consistent  with  the  student's  career  objectives  and  interests.  Programs 
can  be  tailored  to  provide  preparation  for  graduate  study, 
employment  in  industry  or  government,  and  licensure  for  secondary  school 
teaching.  Other  programs  provide  preparation  in  applications/mathematical 
programming,  and  a  certificate  in  computer  programming.  A  minor  is  avail- 
able in  either  mathematics  or  computer  science.  The  department  also  offers  a 
graduate  program  in  mathematics  leading  to 
the  Master  of  Science  degree. 
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Dr.  Timothy  W.  Holley,  Assistant  Professor  of  Music,  received  his  Bachelor  of  Music 
degree  at  Baldwin-Wallace  College,  Ohio  in  1982,  Master  of  Music  in  1984,  Specialist 
m  Music  in  1985,  and  Doctor  of  Music  in  1996,  with  the  latter  desrees  from  The  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan.  He  has  taught  for  13  years,  9  years  at  NCCuThIs  favorite  classes 
are  Applied  Strings,  String  Ensemble,  Afro-American  Music,  and  Arts  &  Humanities  II. 
These  courses  are  all  closest  to  his  areas  of  professional/academic  expertise  and  inter- 
est. The  Arts  &  Humanities  II  course  is  quite  interesting  because  its  scope  includes  his 
Afro-American  Music  course.  "I  have  enjoyed  and  have  learned  a  great  deal  myself 
from  teaching  this  course,  notwithstanding  the  much-too-wide  scope  of  the  course  itself 
(given  the  relative  brevity  of  each  semester)."  He  has  also  had  a  small  group  of  string 
students  in  String  Ensemble  for  the  past  five  years,  and  has  done  some  significant  music 
makmg  on  campus  and  around  the  Triangle  area.  His  philosophy  of  teaching  deals  with 
several  issues:  establishing  sound  basic  technical  habits,  understanding  the  subject  with 
an  interdisciplinary  context  (not  in  an  academic  or  artistic  "vacuum"),  and  seeking  to 
always  remain  rooted  in  serving  the  diversity  of  American  and,  ultimately,  world  culture 
He  has  been  teaching  at  NCCU  for  9  years,  yet  says  that  he  hasn't  been  teaching  long 
enough  to  compare  or  contrast  students.  However,  he  has  concerns  about  students'  writ- 
ing ability.  He  says  "too  many  students  tend  to  write  in  the  same  manner  in  which  they 
speak."
